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Abbot Property To Be Discussed 


Selectmen and planning 
board members will be getting 
together soon with officials at 
Phillips Academy regarding 
disposal of school property, 
principally the Abbot campus. 

The matter has been before 
the selectmen the past two 
weeks with further sessions 
contemplated to include dis- 
cussions with George Nielson, 
PA business manager, and 
other academy administrators. 

While the academy has had 
some offers, Nielson told the 
TOWNSMAN a few weeks ago, 
nothing is definite aat the mo- 
ment, in fact, there are no firm 
offers on any of the academy 
property as of the moment. 

One proposal, from 
Merrimack Valley Baptist 
Villagers, for utilization of the 
Abbot campus, was discussed 
at a joint meeting of the plan- 
ning board and selectmen a 
week ago and judged to be to 
preliminary in nature to con- 
sider seriously at this time. 
‘The group proposes to 
purchase the Abbot campus 
property and convert it to con- 
gregate living quarters as well 
as a nursing home and apart- 
ment complex.

Francis B. 


Kittredge, 


Civic Leader, At 78 


Francis Bowen Kittredge, 78, 
North Andover civic leader, and 
a member of a family long 
associated with the Andovers, 
died Tuesday at Lawrence 
General hospital following a long 
illness. 

Born in Brookline, Oct. 7, 1898, 
he was a retired district sales 
manager for the Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Co. and owned the 
Kittredge farm on Academy 
Road in North Andover. 

Among his many contributions 
to the civic life of North Andover, 
was a long association with the 
North Andover School Building 
committee, which named the 
Kittredge school in his honor and 
that of his family. 

His education interrupted only 
by a short period of service in 
World War I, led to a Bachelor of 
Science, Civil Engineering 
Degree from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 1921. 

Having a very real interest in 
steel in general, and in steel 
bridges in particular, Pittsburg 
seemed like a good place to start. 
Was employed there for seven 
years in construction work and in 
land fill operations, principally in 
the East Central section of the 
country. 

In the late 1920s, concern about 
the reliability and steadiness of 
construction employment 
brought him into steel sales and 
into the employ of the Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Corporation’s 
Philadelphia office. The next ten 
years were devoted to steel sales 
along the Atlantic seaboard, New 
Jersey to South Carolina. In the 
late 1930s there was an opportuni- 
ty to return to New England as 
district sales manager for Jones 
and Laughlin with office located 
in Boston. At that point there was 
a considerable change in outlook 
and activities. Civic and 
economic opportunities in the 
Eastern Massachusetts area held 
very substantial appeal and could 
be served without, in any way, 


_ Sacrificing his professional 


career. 

In the field of civic activities, 
Mr. Kittredge served the town of 
North Andover as a member of 


the board of public works, 
veterans’ housing and war 
memorial committees, and to 
serve for sixteen years as a 
member and chairman of the 
North Andover School Building 
committee. This latter involved 
the entire reorganizing, re- 
housing and renovating of all 
public school facilties. His ser- 
vices have included Direc- 
tor/Trustee of the Arlington 
Trust Company, the Essex 
Broadway Savings Bank, and the 


Fabri-Kal Corporation of 
Kalamazoo, Michigan. 
Additional interests included 


those as a developer of the Main 
Street Shopping Center in North 
Andover, and for several years 
as a Trustee of the Lawrence 
Home for the Aged. Other ser- 
vices have involved the Presiden- 
cy of the North Andover Im- 
provement Society, Trustee and 
Treasurer of the North Andover 
Historical Society, President of 
the Ridgewood Cemetery 
Association, and Trustee of the 
Center Realty Trust and the 
Brick Store Company. 


One of the most rewarding ac- 
tivities has been in association 
with the establishment and 
growth of the Merrimack Valley 
Textile Museum of North An- 
dover, as a Trustee and Member 
of its Executive Committee and, 
in particular, in the general 
supervision of the construction of 
buildings and artifact housing. 

For many years he held 
membership on member of the 
Union and Alconquin Clubs of 
Boston and the North Andover 
County Club. 

The son of the late Dr. Joseph 
and Mary Thorndike (Hodges) 
Kittredge, he is survived by a 
son, Robert Peebles Kittredge 
and four grandchildren. 

A memorial service will be 
held Friday at 1 p.m. at the late 
home, 56 Academy Road, North 
Andover. Cremation will take 
place at Harmony Grove, Salem.

Premier In Hopedale 


When residents of Hopedale, 
Mass., entered their Community 
House the evening of May 24, 
they were treated to a nostalgic 
yet historically significant film 
depicting the development of 
their ‘‘company town.’’ 
‘Hopedale: Reflections on the 
Past,’’ a 28-minute film funded 
by the National Endowment for 
the Humanities, vividly recap- 
tures the town’s growth from 
1890-1950, during which time the 
Draper Company became the 
largest manufacturer of textile 
machinery in the United States. 

The Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum in North Andover, 
which received a $22,323 grant 
from the Humanities Endow- 
ment, produced the film with the 
cooperation of the Hopedale 
Historical Commission. The 
Hopedale film will be used in 
conjunction with the museum’s 
exhibits and interpretive 
programs. 

Through a skillful interweaving 
of still photographs, live action, 
and oral history interviews, the 
film shows the town evolving 
from a religious settlement es- 
tablished in 1842 to a ‘‘company 
town’’ dependent upon the 
Draper Company and the coun- 
try’s increased demands for tex- 
tiles. Also captured on film is the 
impact of the automatic loom in- 
troduced in 1894, with a com- 
parable expansion of the Draper 
Company’s activities, both in 
manufacturing and on behalf of 
the town. For example, under 
Draper Company supervision, 
the town developed schools, 
parks, recreational facilities, 
and a library. 

The film does not hesitate to 
register citizens’ misgivings 
about the company’s ‘‘pater- 


nalism.’’ But, on the other hand, 
it also gives pictoral descriptions 
of the remarkably well-built 
company housing which, renting 
for $2 to $3.50 a week between 
1900 and 1930, attracted and 
maintained Hopedale’s stable 
work force. 


In 1967, the Draper Company 
was acquired by a con- 


‘glommerate, and film footage 


and narration tell of the ad- 
justments which Hopedale 
residents were forced to make. 
As one resident explains, ‘‘The 
town has had to take over run- 
ning itself. There are now town 
meetings that are town 
meetings, with all the hurrah 
that goes with it.’’ Hopedale is 
now a town in transition, with 
only about 15 percent of its pop- 
ulation involved in the textile in- 
dustry. 


Thomas W. Leavitt, the direc-. 


tor of the Merrimack Valley Tex- 
tile Museum, coordinated this 
project, and Wheaton A. Holden, 


an art historian at Northeastern | 


University in Boston and a film- 
maker, did the filming. 

In addition to funding the 
Hopedale film, the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities has 
also supported another textile- 
related project in Massachusetts. 
With a $79,960 Humanities En- 
dowment grant, the Lowell 
Museum prepared an inter- 
pretive exhibit on the evolution 
from 1820-1940 of Lowell as 
“Spindle City,” the first planned 
industrial city in the United 
States. The exhibit has been in- 
stalled in the nearby Wannalancit 
Textile - Mill, and accompanying

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Editorial Comment 


Checking The 
Notebook 


About this time of year, when the temperature soars 
and one wonders if summer is already here, it’s good to 
check the notebook and offer a word or two or praise 
before people scatter for the vacation season rapidly 
approaching. 

A bit delayed, but we would start off by commenting 
on the excellent conduct of this year’s annual town 
meeting by Moderator William J. Dalton. 

Keeping these annual or special sessions under con- 
trol is not always an easy task, but Atty. Dalton has 
done an excellent job since being elected to the position 
a few years ago. 

This year, some new rules were instituted by the 
moderator, who, by law, rules supreme at town 
meeting. The format provided for good democratic 
process and allowed all an opportunity to present their 
views on particular issues. 

Dalton kept things moving, had a bit of humor to in- 
ject from time to time, and generally provided good 
direction for those in attendance. 

On the issue of the dog leash law, the most controver- 
sial item on the agenda, Dalton was adept at handling 
what could have been a most ticklish situation, allowing 
all sides to be heard, processing the many amendments 
and ultimately providing the necessary information for 
the voters to make their decision. 

And, on the subject of town meeting, the Finance 
Committee is also due acclaim for their hours upon 
hours of voluntary effort in reviewing the myriad of 
financial requests to be presented to town meeting. 

It was Finance Committee Charles Wesson who 
originally suggested postponement of the town meeting 
from April 25 to May 9, to provide more time for evalua- 
tion of the town’s financial status. 

The suggestion followed receipt of the cherry sheets 
which showed Andover’s anticipated revenue from 
state sources off by some $1.4 million. 

This required another hard look at the figures in an ef- 
fort to keep an already predictable tax rate increase 
from going up further. 

The delay also allowed school department officials to 
check figures with state officials and determine that an 
error had been made and some additional reimburse- 
ment would be forthcoming. 

In a belt-tightening year, such as this year, it is not 
unusual that the FinCom won more than it lost on 
recommendations, which did not meet with complete 


agreement with other town boards. 

But, this year, there really was not a competitiveness 
about any debate this year, most all town agencies 
agreeing that townspeople were prone toward a frugal 
attitude. 

For their countless hours of effort this year the 
FinCom will have won the gratitude of the town’s tax- 
payers. 

Finally, some words of praise for the majority of the 
town’s young people, who by example, have displayed 
that there is an ample quantity of good kids in town. 

To those at the East Junior High, who despite sudden 
rains, went forward with their Evening in The Park 
program, last Wednesday, a commendation for a job 
well done by a group of young people bringing back the 
good old days. 

And, to the over 130 high school students, many mak- 
ing their first visit, congratulations for their participa- 
tion in the bloodmobile. 

Finally, we will add the students at West Junior High 
who have been busy this past week preparing for their 
annual WESTern Bar-B-Que to be held tonight.

Andover’s annual Memorial Day exercises will be a 
little different this year, due to the absence of one man. 

Francis P. Markey, known as ‘‘Mr. Veteran’’ died 
this past week at the age of 83. 

Frank was a regular participant in the Memorial Day 
parade and exercises, which he had conducted as the 
town’s veterans agent until his retirement several 
years ago. 

He marched every year and only recently bypassed 
the procession from Memorial Auditorium to Phillips 
Academy for the final service of the day. 

While he was probably best known for his efforts in 
behalf of veterans and work with the Andover Chapter, 
American Red Cross, Mr. Markey was also active in 
many areas of Andover life.

forces, believe it or not, with 
the doctors’ lobby. 

This must have been the 
strangest alliance in the history 
of lobbying. In those days, the 
doctors were worried about 
Medicare, which they thought 
would jeopardize their fees. In 
other words, they were more 
concerned about the threat to 
their fees than the threat to the 
nation’s lungs. 

So those who abetted and 
those who cured cancer laid 
down together in millennial 
bliss. The tobacco lobby helped 
the doctors fight Medicare. In 
return, the American Medical 
Association sided with the 
tobacco lobby. 

The medical association ac- 
tually wrote a letter to the 
Federal Trade Commission, 
contending that cigarettes 
should not be labeled as a 
health hazard. The letter 
sounded almost as if it had 
been written by tobacco men 
instead of medical men. 

In the long run, the commis- 
sion prevailed. The cigarette 
companies were ordered to 
print a health warning on each 
pack. They were also required 
to furnish basic information 
about their sales and research. 
The commission, in turn, made 
this information available to 
Congress. 

But the cigarette makers 
held back all but the bare 
bones. So last May, the com- 
mission demanded more 
details on cigarette sales, prac- 
tices and research results. 

But the six largest cigarette 
companies rebelled. They com- 
plained that their reports 
weren't given proper protec- 
tion from publicity. They 
claimed they had provided in- 
formation which was used 
against them.

Pilot Study: The recent air 
disasters worry the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
So last month the board dis- 
patched a crew of inspectors 
not only to fly but also to live 
with airline pilots for 30 days. 
The purpose was to find out 
whether their personal habits 
affected their flying ability. 

Federal inspectors stayed 
with the pilots in hotels, visited 
with their families, accom- 
panied them on shopping trips. 
According to our sources, some 
inspectors even talked with 
pilots about their married 
lives. 

The inspectors also kept a 
close watch on the pilots’ tech- 
nical skills. On one freight 
flight, for example, a pilot was 
flying a load of pigs to Japan. 
The flight engineer was so con- 
scientious that he would check 
on the pigs regularly to make 
sure the temperature was com- 
fortable. 

The inspectors found the 
pilots to be highly competent. 
There was just one problem: 
The pretty stewardesses 
tended to wander into the 

cockpits too often.

The anticipated coal reserves 
in the Narragansett Basin of 
Southeastern Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island are seen by a 
Boston economist as an impor- 
tant supplement to nuclear 
power in meeting New England’s 
future energy needs. 

“Initial estimates of the 
qualitity of coal in the basin in- 
dicate that there could be enough 
to generate 10,000 megawatts of 
electricity for three decades,”’ 
said Dr. James H. Howell, senior 
vice president and chief 
economist of The First National 
Bank of Boston, in a recent 
analysis of the available energy 
reports in the basin. 

It would require only some 
two-thirds of that amount to fill 
the gap between the 21,950 
megawatt capacity now 
available and the 28,531 
megawatts expected to be need- 


ed by 1985, explained the 


economist. 

“The optimistic geological es- 
timate of potential coal reserves 
in the basin may not be fully 
realized but even some fraction 
of the additional energy would be 
very beneficial to the New 
England economy,’’ Howell 
declared. ‘‘The Narragansett 
Basin coal deposits must be 
deemed both geologically and 
economically significant and 
represent an energy supplement 
to nuclear power — New 
England’s first line energy 
source of the future.’’ 

Howell said the benefits of the 
new coal source should begin 
after 1985 when the first produc- 
tion is expected. ‘‘The explora- 
tion of the coal beds in the basin, 
coordinated by the 
Massachusetts Science and 
Technology Foundation, is par 


ticularly timely since President 
Carter has just enunciated a 
sweeping energy program in 
which greater reliance on coal 
and reduced dependence on 
foreign oil are key ingredients,”’ 
Howell noted. ‘‘If New England 
does have commercially useful 
coal it can reduce its dependence 
on energy imports, both foreign 
and domestic. 

Howell explained that the coal 
is not suited for use in present 
electricity-generating plants. 
Therefore, some new facilities 
would have to be constructed.

‘ First Quarter 


Travel 


Down But Trend Is Up 


While Americans took slightly 
fewer long-distance trips by car 
in the first quarter of 1977 than in 
the same period last year, the 
trend is toward increased travel 
for summer reports the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion. 

‘Indicators that point toward 
the increase include expected 
ample supplies of fuel, except for 
possible minor spot shortages of 
unleaded gasoline, and strong ad- 
vance orders for travel materials 
by AAA clubs,’’ an AAA 
spokesman said. 

AAA measured first-quarter 
travel by counting requests from 
members for AAA Triptiks, 
which are individually prepared 
strip maps showing in detail how 
a motorist can get from point A 
to point B, and back again. 

The AAA survey included 
Statistics from 43 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Totals for the quarter showed 
that the number of trips was 
down by 0.8 percent. There was 
great regional variations, 
however, with the extremes be- 
ing the west region, down 10.2 
percent for the quarter, and the 
southwest, up 2.6 percent. 

Although travel was down in 
January and February, there was 
an appreciable gain in March. 

In taking its quarterly survey, 
AAA divides the country into 
seven regions. In January, all 
seven regions weredown from 
the previous January, a total of 
10.5 percent. February was down 
2 percent from a year earlier, but 
March travel increased by 7 per- 
cent over March 1976. All seven 
regions showed increases in 
March. 

Again, the most extreme 
change appeared in the West 
region which started the year 
down 28 percent from January 
1976. By February it was down 
10.6 percent and by March, up 5.5 
percent over the comparable 
month in 1976. 

In estimating that travel 
nationwide will be up during the 
summer, AAA took into con- 
sideration several indicators, in- 
cluding the anticipated 
availability of motor fuel 
throughout the travel season. 

There may be spot shortages of 
unleaded fuel, due to distribution 
and storage difficulties, said 
AAA, but this should not be a 
major problem. Unleaded fuel 
now comprises about 35 percent 
of gasoline used in the U.S., and 
this percentage grows steadily 
with the increase in the number 
of cars with catalytic converters. 

As the demand for clear gas- 
oline rises, and the demand for 
leaded fuel drops, a problem 
arises with the transportaiton 
and storage of the clear gas. It 
cannot be held for any ap- 
preciable length of time in a con- 
tainer that previously held lead- 
ed fuel. If it is, it will become § 
contaminated with lead from 
deposits left in the pipeline, 
tanker truck or storage tank. 
Another indicator of the expected

These materials, produced by 
AAA’s national headquarters, 
are available to all clubs, in- 
cluding 190 in the U.S and 21 in 
Canada.

“The effect on fuel consump- 
tion due to increased travel is 
still unknown,’’ said the 
spokesman, ’’primarily because 
of the significant increase in 
motor vehicle fuel efficiency.
